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One  Haiti 


In  the  year  1992,  Roxbury  Community  College  had  the  privilege  of  bestowing  the  Honorary  De- 
gree in  Arts  upon  President  Jean-Bertrand  Aristide,  of  Haiti.  This  event  stood  out  as  one  of  those 
moments  that  fueled  the  soul  with  a  distinct  hope  and  brought  dignity  to  the  campus.  President 
Aristide  made  history  as  the  first  democratically  elected  President  of  Haiti.  Shortly  after  his  elec- 
tion, he  was  involuntarily  exiled  from  Haiti.  The  United  States  government,  through  the  advocacy 
of  thousands  of  Haitian-Americans,  provided  Aristide  with  political  asylum  with  the  ultimate  goal 
of  his  reinstatement  as  President.  Aristide's  populist  movement  was  deemed  by  some  as  commu- 
nism, but  to  others  it  is  seen  as  the  only  solution  to  the  many  problems  of  the  world. 

RCC  students  from  the  Haitian  Club  worked  endless  hours  to  encourage  Aristide's  visit  to  the 
campus.  The  President  was  welcomed  by  the  hundreds  of  people  who  were  present  at  the  Media 
Arts  Building  chanting.  One  Aristide  (Welcome).  President  Aristide  said,  'With  peace  to  get  peace, 
with  love  to  get  love,  and  with  justice  to  get  justice.  Our  only  consolation  is  hope  that  others  will 
recognize  these  situations  (injustice)  and  help  live  in  this  world  with  decency.  "  Our  hope  is  for 
these  words  to  become  reality.
